Cole -was given the management of 
the Barnum. & Bailey show. It -was 
along- in 1SS8 and 1889 that P. .T. 
Barnum and his wife came on to {.he 
Adam' Forepaugh show for a week's 
visit, but It wms known at that time 
that the reason was to see it arrange- 
ments could be made to combine the 
two grreat shows. 
But Adam Kore- 
paujrb from the start to the finish in 
show business never had a partner 
and would not listen to anything of 
thexkind. 
, 
Adam Forepaugh died on Jan. 24, 
1890, anorln hi» will the-show had to 
be sol'd for the most that it would 
bring and the money to be divided be- 
tween the young 'widow and; son. 
It 
was then that James A. Bailey of the 
Barnum show and J. E. Cooper, a 
former partner, who a. few yeara prior 
to this had retired^ made a. bid for the 
show. Later it was opened in Phila- 
delphia under the old vtitle of the 
Adam Forepaugh »how, with James 
A. Bailey and J. TS. Cooper as pro- 
prietors,,and Jos. T. McCaddon, who 
was Mr£. Barnum's brother, as man-. 
ager. 
Up to .-this time there -ware seven 
large shows in the 
country, all of 
whieli, had been gradually gathered 
in toy Barnum- & Bailey and Ringling 
Bros., until today they own them all. 
This summer1 we will see but the one 
great show 'on the roa'd under the 
name of Barnum & Bailey, and Ring- 
ling Bros., the Ringlings having taken 
over the 
Barnum ,& Bailey. Adam 
Forepaugh, Sells .Brother*, AM- "W.i.Cole 
show, and others. These were all the 
great shows of 30 or 36 years ago 
with the exception of the Montgomery 
Queen show, the Van Ambergr show 
and 
Howes' 
Great London 
show. 
These three shows in turn went to the 
wall and were sold out. 
What will become of what is known 
as "The old timers" around those-dif- 
ferent shows from actors down to the 
canvuaamen and the big team drivers 
Is a question. 
In 18S6 the Adam Forepaugh show 
opened !tn 
Philadelphia 
for 'a two 
weeks' ruriVnd on Saturday night be- 
fore the opening- of tho show tjiey 
gave a torchlight parade which was 
over a mile Ions: and one, of the great- 
est parades Philadelphia had ever 
seen. At the head of every cage 'and 
tableau and band wagon in the pa- 
rade were four torch-bearers. 
There 
were 29 elephants with the show all 
that season and in those days there 
was no trouble in getting what was 
known as "big team drivers"—men 
that were able to hold the lines over 
8 and 10 horse teams with as much 
eaae and assurance , as tho average 
man of today w.ould drive a pair. 
After all the year that I was there 
many of the same old drivers were 
there and with the exception of now 
and then a horse injured or killed, 
many of them had their same teams 
and the same men as helpers to care 
for them and hitch up and unhitch 
for and after the parade, and also for 
th" loading at night. 
The torchlight 
parade was formed on Broad street 
near the Philadelphia and Heading- 
railroad crossing- which, was possibly 
two miles 'away/ from the principal 
part of the" city.' . The torch-bearers , 
that night were men hired for- that' 
purpose, each one receiving 50 cents 
and a ticket for the show.

and cured its entire length in .cres- 
cent shape, following a. bend in the 
river. The 
bluebills '-wcre( working 
along the outer edge of the; island. A 
large oak tree had fallen into the river 
and lav with one end on shore and 
the other extending out into -the river 
25 or 30 feet, with "branches about J O 
or 15 feet above the water. I set my 
decoys out just below .the tree, rowed 
in among the branches and shot out of 
mv boat instead of from the bank. The 
birds were flying well and I got the 
limit in a few hours. They were the 
greater scaup, fat, and many of .them 
nearly as large as redheads. Later on 
I shot from further clown on the is- 
land n. coupleof times. 
Others were 


also shooting there, arid 
finally 
the 
birds became wiser they would swing 
In at top speed just outside of the out- 
ermost decoys and that would be your 
only chance. 
Not very easy to hit 
under such, conditions, either. 
Coming down the river when about 
a half mile below where I had been 
shooting, a fellow living on a cabin- 
boat ha.iled me and started '-to talk to 
roe. He asked me whore I came from1. 
I told 'him from up the; river 115 miles. 
"Well," .he said, 
"you came a long 
ways tq shoot bluebills." 
"Yes," I 


said, "I shoot them sometimes. I am 
not the onlv one. I wanted to get 
acauaintcd with the country a little. 
Tomorrow I am going after the big 
ducks." 
A Dude Stalk. 
On my trip down the river the llrst 
day, when about a mile below Grist Is- 
land, I saw 'a flock of bluebills feeding 
near shore. Backing my boat quietly 
in before they had seen me, I thought 
I would try and get a. shot, from the 
bank at them by going- back In the 
woods and coming out . opposite to 
them. 
' 
There was an oat stubble-field along 
the top of the bank for some distance 
with a fringe of timber along the riv- 
er. It was excellent walking. 
Directly a~farmer came towards me 
carrying- a .gun. He was on the same 
mission I WOF, as I found. 
He said 
he had seen a flock of mallards alight 
along the bank. He suggested that we 
go together and try and get a shot 
join.tly and divide up if, we got any 
ducks. 
I agreed, and we went back 
some distance, made a. detour, and 
came out opposite the ducks! Then we 
say that there were 
mallards, 
teal, 
sprigs and blue-bills scattered along- 
the bank for a hundred yards. It was 
a regular family par.ty and.it was a 
shame to disturb them. 
They began to get uneasy, as some 


of them further out saw us. The far- 
mer was for getting nearer, but I told 


him no, we had better take the chajice 
we had.

farmer reshot one of the winged ones, 
waded out and picked up a. nice mal- 
lard lien that was near shore and said:

My boat was some distance back, 
the current is fairly strong along this 
part of the river and by the time I had 
overtaken the ducks they had floated a 
half mile and were on the other side of 
the river, carried there by , the stiff 
wind blowing.

The fourth one was. a female 
mallard swimmnig- down the middle of 
the river with her head up. I knew 
from her actions that she could fly.

of different varieties talking to each 
other high overhead as they fly back 
and forth. 
They do not seem to pay 
much attention to the constant shoot- 
Ing or be frightened greatly by it, • 
probably because they hear It so con- 
tinuously. 
There are about fifteen or twenty 
professional guides or pushers a,t Liv- * 
erpool. They charge $6 per day to takn 
out visiting hunters, but you have all 
tho game. They usually go out early 
to get the choice locations. 
Onu day 
(a very poor day for ducking) one of 
them had no cr... goment for the day, 
and so we went out together about 9 a> 
m. We made -the best bag of tho day 
(twenty-two,) I making the location. 
When we returned that night tho fel- 
lows wc'jld 
not believe 
we bagged 
twenty-two, so wo produced the birds. 
Some of the hunters on this partlcu-, 
lar day did not get a single bird.

Every moi-nlng at Millstone Camp/ 
Liverpool (a favorite resort of Chicago , 
duck hunters) wo would gather around, 
the open fireplace and tell stories and 
compare the day's experiences. I es- 
pecially enjoyed visiting with'Charles 
K.'Fargo and Edward Warner, both 
line types of our best sportsmen. 
Altogether, I spent two weeks there- 
(exclusive of the time It took me to 
come down the river), and you. may 
be sure I was sorry to leave. 
As to my success, besides 
birds to my friends while I was away, 
I brought in plenty of birds on my re- 
turn to Chicago. 
Ducking is one of the grandest of 
sports and Its devotees are men of the 
finest personality, so it is all honor 
to be one of the craft. 
My slncertst wish is that .you may 
enjoy your next hunting trip to tho 
sanie extent that I did my last one. I 
wish, you all the best of luck!

ASH SIFTER 


NT FAMILY possessing a good 
supply of hard coal this year is 
considered 
lucky 
and 
any 


scheme to mako it last longer 


!s well worth knowing. The sifting of 
ashes is a very common practice but 
many sifters that may be purchased 
are so small that they are not con- 
venient. 


Shifting ashes is not a very attractive 


job but if one is prepared for .the 
work and has a good sifter it will not 
take long to sift a quantity of ashes 
and It' will be surprising how much 
good coal can be saved for either 
banking the fire at night or checking, 
the lire in the day time. 


The sifter shown in the drawing: is 


only suggestive, but It is of good size 
and made of material that may be 
found in most any basement- 


Part A is an ordinary box about 


15" x IS" x 28", if not well construct- 
ed additional nails should be put in 
and cleats fastened lo strengthen the 
box as It is subjected to much hard 
use.Fasten two cleats ^13) to the sides 
of the box driving the nails throuRrh 
the cleats and side of the box and 
clinching on the Inside. These clenL.* 
should be' located about two Inches 
above the center of the side of the 
box. 


The handles (C) may be^pleces of | 


2" x 2" or any strips that may be on | 
hand. 
Cut a. good hand hold on each 


! end and nail stretchers (D) 10" from 
the end of handles. 


Saw horses arc not absolutely nec- 


essary but they are very convenient 
to have about and if you have the 
stock they might be built. The dimen- 
sions for tho different parts are given 
on the drawing and the angles can be 
laid out and cut with little trouble. 


Number 3 hardware cloth which has

Two people can operate the sifter 


easier than one. To operate place the 
handles on horses, boxes or other avail- 
able stands and either slide the box 


j back and forth on the handles or lift 
the handles at one end. dropping- them 
on the horse. It will be found to work 
more easily If tho box is only partly 
filled with thp ashes. 
The good coal 


will then only cover the bottom of th* 
box and any clinkers can be eailly 
seen and picked out.

ODD FACTS AND MICROSCOPIC WONDERS 
C 


Three Minutes; T"otir Minutes 


HE feOl" or gii-l who is fortunate 


enough to have in his possession 
a microscope, or who can gain 
access to one, will be astonished 


at the hew wonders he discovers from 
time to time. 


One day a naturalist slipped a slide 


with a tiny brown spot in tlie center 
under the lens of his microscope. 'The 
tiny brown spot was the foot of a 
spider, and the microscope revealed 
n marvelous equipment of brushes and 
combs. These brushes and combs af- 
forded a long period of study. • 


Only the spiders that spin webs are 


provided with brushes and combs. The 
spider under observation- was a Micro- 
mata Smaragdula. 
This name means 


emerald green, and the spider's body 
Is that color. 
The body is half an 


i inch In length and 
its legs are 
so 


j grotesquely long that they are all out 


; of proportion to the rest of the body. 


In the bodies of spiders are little 


sacs which secret a sticky substance 
from which they make their webs. 
This viscid substance is .liberated by 
means of the spider's spinnerets. The 
spinneret Is provided witn several tiny 
holes and when he wishes to begin his 
web he presses tho spinneret firmly 
ag-ainst. Uve object from which 
he 


starts his work. This fastens the web 
to a more or less solid foundation and 
the spider moves away. 


It Is most important that the^fine 


gossamer threads, as they come from 
the spinnerets, do not get tangled, and 
to keep them from doing so the spider 
brings into piny the combs on his 


feet. 
Each foot , is- provided with a 


pair of combs, though, of course, the 
spider is not obliged to use them all 
at the same time, but it is often much 
more convenient to use the pair on 
one foot than on another. The combs 
prevent the tangling- of the threads 
which go to-spin the web. 


It was discovered that there are as 


many intervals between the teeth of 
each comb as there are holes in the 
spinnerets. 
As the several slender 


silvery threads leave the comb the 


{ spider twists them' all into one which 
forms a mach stouter thread for the 
web. 
This solution is satisfactory in 


regard to the combs. 


The brushes are not needed until 


later. 
After a web is finished it col- 


lets dust, with a rapidity that discon- 


certs the careful spider. This coating 
of dust tends t,o decrease his food 
supply. 
Flies, and other insects on 


which he depends for food, are' very 
quick to spy a web if it is dusty, and, 
furthermore, they are wise enough t.o 
avoid it. The industrious spider will 
not allow a. speck ot duut to accuinu- 
late. Whenever there Is an indication 
of a settling of dust particles, the dis- 
cerning spider makes th^ rounds with 
Its brushes and quickly scatters It. 


Spiders that choose the best places 


for .webs are those witli a keen eye 
for abundant food supply. 
A well 


nourished spider has all the food lie 
wants and.is, as a consequence, ener-- 
g-etic and industrious. He tears down 
his old web and constructs a new one 
each day.
